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Child abuse victims sue pope for 
crimes against humanity 



VATICAN CITY (AFP) - An 


international group for vic¬ 
tims of sexual abuse by 
priests said Tuesday they 
were asking the International 
Criminal Court to prosecute 
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Pope Benedict XVI for crimes 
against humanity. 

The Survivors Network of 
those Abused by Priests 
(SNAP) said it had filed a 
complaint calling on the ICC 
to "take action and prosecute 
the Pope” for "direct and su¬ 
perior responsibility for the 
crimes against humanity of 
rape and other sexual violence 
committed around the world". 

International law experts 
said the case may not go very 
far because the ICC prosecu¬ 
tor only investigates com¬ 
plaints if asked to do so by the 
United Nations Security 
Council, by a state that has 
ratified the Rome Statute, or 
on his own initiative. The ICC 
also investigates crimes, not 
people. 

But in their statement, the 
hard-hitting organisation said 
members from Belgium, Ger¬ 
many, the Netherlands and the 
United States had travelled to 
The Hague to urge prosecu- 


CARACAS (AFP) - The next 
Venezuelan presidential elec¬ 
tion will be held on October 7 
next year, two months earlier 
than expected, electoral offi¬ 
cials said Tuesday. 

"We decided unanimously 
that the electoral calendar will 
include the presidential elec¬ 
tion on October 7 (2012)," Na¬ 
tional Electoral Council 
president Tibisay Lucena told 
reporters in Caracas. 

Political observers had 
been expecting an election two 
months later, around Decem¬ 
ber, when they are tradition¬ 
ally held. There was no 
comment on why the vote was 
to be held earlier. 

President Hugo Chavez is 
seeking a third term, despite 
undergoing surgery and 
chemotherapy to battle a can¬ 
cerous tumor. 

He has voiced hopes of re¬ 
covering in time for next

Richardson 'disappointed' on 
US contractor in Cuba 


HAVANA (AFP) - Former 
US diplomat and New Mex¬ 
ico governor Bill Richardson 
said Tuesday he will leave 
Cuba on Wednesday, disap¬ 
pointed that the government 
would not let him visit jailed 
American contractor Alan 
Gross. 

Gross, 62, was sentenced 
in March to 15 years in prison 
on charges he violated Cuba's 
"independence or territorial 
integrity" in a case that has 
soured US-Cuban relations. 

Gross has been in jail since 
his arrest in 2009 for distrib¬ 
uting cellphones and laptops 
to members of the island's 
Jewish community under a 
State Department contract. 

Richardson, who has been 
in a go-between in other pris¬ 
oner releases, said the Cuban 


government had invited him 
to come to Havana "to discuss 
the case." 

But as soon as he arrived, 
the authorities told Richard¬ 
son "I couldn't visit (Gross), 
much less take him to the 
United States," he said. 

After the rebuff, Richard¬ 
son told reporters on Friday 
that he would not leave the 
country until he had fulfilled 
a promise to Gross's wife that 
he would meet with Gross, 
whom he described as sick 
and depressed. 

The 63-year-old former 
New Mexico governor has 
also served as energy secre¬ 
tary and US ambassador to 
the United Nations, and has 
gained a reputation as a diplo¬ 
matic troubleshooter in places 
such as North Korea.

University of Aruba Institutes 
Governor’s Chair 


ORANJESTAD — In conjunc¬ 
tion with Aruba’s 25th anniver¬ 
sary of Status Aparte, 
Governor Fredis Refunjol de¬ 
creed a so called Governor’s 
Chair to the University of 
Aruba. Educational Chairs are 
common to Universities all 
over the world and may have 
numerous designations from 
past university Presidential 
Chairs, to Chairs in honor of 
special university donors, to 
Scholarly Chairs for the devel¬ 
opment of a particular science 
or discipline, etc. This is an 
important first for the Univer¬ 
sity of Aruba. 

The purpose of this Go¬ 
vernor’s Chair is to study Gov¬ 
ernment from the perspective 
of Small Legal Systems. 

With respect to this new 
Chair, the University will ap¬ 
point a professor to study the 
topic of Government from the 
perspective of Small Legal 
Systems, such as that of Aruba.

The Governor’s Chair will 
become a reality in concor¬ 
dance with the Minister of Jus¬ 
tice and Education and the 
Board of the University of 
Aruba. For a period of three 
years this Chair will be fi¬ 
nanced by the Cabinet of the 
Governor of Aruba. The Uni¬ 
versity is in the process of ap¬ 
pointing a professor which 
they hope to finalize shortly. 

The professor of this Chair 
will do investigations, publica¬ 
tions, teach and organize lec¬ 
ture sessions and symposiums. 
In this way he will contribute 
to the formation of ideas and 
public academic discussions 


regarding the future develop¬ 
ment of government. This will 
be done taking a broad per¬ 
spective from other small na¬ 
tion’s legal systems.

Finally, the Aruba Gover¬ 
nor, who is the official repre¬ 
sentative of the Dutch Queen 
in Aruba, concluded by ex¬ 
pressing the hope that this 
Governor’s Chair will result in 
developing future government 
leaders educated by the Uni¬ 
versity of Aruba and that 
Aruba will reap the fruits of 
this important milestone 
charged to the University of 
Aruba.

“We are a small island in a big 
world,” he noted, and re¬ 
marked on the importance of 
impressing island residents to 
be aware of Aruba’s place on 
the globe and understanding 
the seriousness of world events 
as they influence Aruban life 
and the island’s development.

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Testosterone drop 
helps men do dad-duty: 
study 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Men experience a drop in 
testosterone after the birth of 
their children, a phenomenon 
that may help them meet the 
challenges of caring for their 
offspring, said a study re¬ 
leased on Monday. 

Testosterone is a hormone 
that fuels male sexuality, ag¬ 
gression and physical robust¬ 
ness, and is typically highest 
in young, single men with no 
children, said the research in 
the Proceedings of the Na¬ 
tional Academy of Sciences. 

With less testosterone 
coursing through their veins, 
men are more likely to adopt 
fatherly roles and help nur¬ 
ture their children, a particu¬ 
lar need among humans who 
have much longer dependent 
childhoods than other mam¬ 
mals. 

’’Raising human offspring 
is such an effort that it is co¬ 
operative by necessity, and 
our study shows that human 
fathers are biologically wired 
to help with the job,” said co¬ 
author Christopher Kuzawa 
of Northwestern University 
in Illinois. 

The research was based on 
624 men, age 21-26, in the 
Philippines who were tracked 
for nearly five years — a pe¬ 
riod in which some of them 
entered stable relationships 
and became new fathers. 

Of those who started the 
study single and became fa¬ 
thers by the end of it, the men 
with the highest initial testos¬ 


terone levels were more 
likely to have become dads. 

This distinction was im¬ 
portant because previous 
studies had not been able to 
establish whether a testos¬ 
terone dip observed in newly 
married men was a trait that 
made men more likely to 
marry, or if it resulted from 
the act of partnering. 

’’The men who started 
with high testosterone were 
more likely to become fa¬ 
thers, but once they did, their 
testosterone went down sub¬ 
stantially,” said co-author Lee 
Gettler, a doctoral candidate 
in anthropology at North¬ 
western. 

”Our findings suggest that 
this is especially true for fa¬ 
thers who become the most 
involved with child care.” 

Men who became fathers 
during the study showed a 
median 26 to 34 percent drop 
in testosterone levels, which 
was significant compared the 
normal age-related decrease 
seen in single men who were 
not fathers (12-14 percent). 

The steepest declines were 
seen in fathers of newborns, 
one month old or younger. 

’’Fatherhood and the de¬ 
mands of having a newborn 
baby require many emo¬ 
tional, psychological and 
physical adjustments,” Get¬ 
tler said. ”Our study indicates 
that a man’s biology can 
change substantially to help 
meet those demands.” 



Come, 
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Astonomers claim biggest haul of 
other worlds 


(AFP) — Astronomers on 
Tuesday unveiled a haul of 
more than 50 planets orbiting 
other stars, including a 
’’super-Earth” which inhabits 
a zone where, providing con¬ 
ditions are right, water could 
exist in liquid form. 

It is the biggest single 
tally in the history of exo¬ 
planet hunting since the very 
first world beyond the Solar 
System was spotted in 1995, 
the European Southern Ob¬ 
servatory (ESO) said in a 
press release. 

The planets were detected 
using a light analyser, or spec¬ 
trograph, on a 3.6-metre 
(11.7-feet) telescope at La 
Silla Observatory in the ultra¬ 
dry conditions of Chile’s Ata¬ 
cama desert. 

The findings were pre¬ 
sented at a conference on Ex¬ 
treme Solar Systems in 
Moran, Wyoming, attended 
by 350 exoplanet specialists. 

Sixteen of the planets have 
been designated ’’super- 
Earths”, a term meaning that 
they are exceptionally small 
for exoplanets that have been 
spotted so far. 

A super-Earth is between 
one and 10 times the mass of 
the Earth. It does not neces¬ 
sarily mean that the world is 
rocky — as opposed to gassy - 
- or that the conditions for life 
exist. 


However, one of the 16 
new ”super-Earths”, called 
HD 85512 b, which is esti¬ 
mated to be only 3.6 times the 
mass of the Earth, is orbiting 
at an intriguingly promising 
distance from its star. 

It is just at the far edge of 
the so-called Goldilocks zone, 
where the temperature should 
be balmy enough for water, 
the stuff of life as we know it, 
to exist in liquid form rather 
than as ice or a gas. 

The sighting is not a con¬ 
firmation that HD 85512 b is 
a habitable planet, but should 
be seen as a technical advance 
for determining if other po¬ 
tential homes-from-home 
exist, ESO said. 

Nearly 600 exoplanets 


have been detected since 
1995, but none has looked re¬ 
motely like Earth. Many are 
gas giants that orbit so close 
to their sun that their atmos¬ 
pheres are scorching. 

”In the coming 10 to 20 
years, we should have the first 
list of potentially habitable 
planets in the Sun’s neigh¬ 
bourhood,” said Michel 
Mayor, a University of 
Geneva astronomer who dis¬ 
covered the first-ever exo¬ 
planet, and led the ESO team. 

’’Making such a list is es¬ 
sential before future experi¬ 
ments can search for possible 
spectroscopic signatures of 
life in the exoplanet atmos¬ 
pheres.”

Fitness for kids: 

Getting children off the couch 



-Wonder how much physical 
activity is enough? Consider 
these guidelines from the De¬ 
partment of Health and 
Human Services: 

Kids. Children and ado¬ 
lescents age 6 and older need 
at least an hour a day of phys¬ 
ical activity. Most of the hour 
should be either moderate or 


vigorous aerobic 
activity. In addi¬ 
tion, children 

should partici¬ 
pate in muscle¬ 
strengthening 
and bone¬ 

strengthening ac¬ 
tivities at least 
three days a 
week. Many clas¬ 
sic activities — 
such as playing 
on playground equipment and 
jumping rope — cover all the 
bases at once. 

A surefire way to increase 
your child's activity level is to 
limit the number of hours he 
or she spends in front of a 
screen — including televi¬ 
sion, video games and online 
activities. For example, you 


might consider a limit of one 
or two hours a day and, for a 
better night's sleep, no screen 
time in the hour before bed. 

If your child plays video 
games, opt for those that re¬ 
quire movement. Activity-ori¬ 
ented video games — such as 
dance video games and video 
games that use a player's 
physical movements to con¬ 
trol what happens on the 
screen — boost a child's calo¬ 
rie-burning power. 

Remember, incorporating 
physical activity into your 
child's life does much more 
than promote a healthy 
weight. It sets the foundation 
for a lifetime of fitness and 
good mental and physical 
health. 


Fish oil may hinder chemotherapy 
study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Fatty acids found in fish oil 
supplements may block 
chemotherapy from attacking 
tumors and patients should 
stop taking them, said a study 
by Dutch researchers . 

Fish oil supplements of 



omega-3 and omega-6 fatty 
acids are sold worldwide, and 
are touted by manufacturers 
as a way to boost heart and 
brain health. 

However, researchers at 
The Netherlands' University 
Medical Center Utrecht report 
in the journal Cancer Cell that 
two types of fatty acids, 
known as platinum-induced 
fatty acids or PIFAs, were 
shown to block one type of 
chemotherapy from working 
in animal tests. 

"Whilst waiting for the re¬ 
sults of further research, we 
currently recommend that 
these products should not be 
used whilst people are under¬ 
going chemotherapy," said 
Professor Emile Voest, a med¬ 
ical oncologist at UMC 
Utrecht. 

Voest supervised the re¬ 
search, which showed that a 
form of chemo called cis- 
platin, often used to treat lung, 


bladder, ovarian and testicular 
cancer, was rendered impo¬ 
tent by these two PIFAs, 
which are made by stem cells 
in the blood and are also pres¬ 
ent in fish oil supplements. 

In tests on mice with tu¬ 
mors under the skin, re¬ 
searchers found that animals 
injected with the fatty acids, 
described as "normal amounts 
of fish oil," became insensi¬ 
tive to chemotherapy. 

"Where resistance to 
chemotherapy is concerned, 
we usually believe that 
changes in the cancer cells 
themselves have occurred. 
Now we show that the body 
itself secretes protective sub¬ 
stances into the blood that are 
powerful enough to block the 
effect of chemotherapy," said 
Voest. 

"These substances can be 
found in some types of fish 
oil." 


Number of centenarians 
hits new high in Japan 



TOKYO (AFP) - The number 
of people aged 100 or older in 
rapidly greying Japan has hit 
a record high for the 41 st con¬ 
secutive year, the government 
said Tuesday. 

The health ministry said 37 
out of every 100,000 people in 
the country are now in triple 
figures — a total of more than 
47,700, with 87 percent of 
them women. 

The figure is up more than 
3,300 on last year. 

Centenarians include 
Jirouemon Kimura, a 114- 
year-old recognised as the 
world's oldest man by the 
Guinness World Records. The 
oldest woman in Japan is also 
114. 

A ministry official said the 
survey was compiled more 
carefully this year after it was 
discovered the relatives of 
some elderly people had kept 
their deaths a secret, some¬ 
times for decades, but still re¬ 


ceived pension payments. 

However, the official 
added that the latest number 
could include centenarians 
who are still unaccounted for 
after the March 11 earthquake 
and tsunami, where the bulk 
of those who died were eld¬ 
erly. 

More than 20 percent of 
Japan's population of 128 mil¬ 
lion are aged 65 or over, one 
of the highest proportions in 
the world. 

As well as having fa¬ 
mously long-living people, 
Japan also has one of the 
planet's lowest birthrates, with 
many young people putting 
off starting a family because 
of the burden on their fi¬ 
nances, lifestyles and careers. 

The two issues combine to 
create a headache for policy 
planners, with fewer working 
age people having to provide 
for an increasing number of 
elderly.

Obama swipes back at Republicans 
over tax 


US poverty rate hits 
15.1%, highest 
since 1993 


COLUMBUS (AFP) - Presi¬ 
dent Barack Obama said 
Tuesday Americans had a 
simple choice between fur¬ 
ther enriching billionaires or 
keeping teachers in schools, 
swiping back at Republicans 
over his jobs bill. 

The US leader stepped up 
the rhetoric in what aides said 
will be a months-long, coun¬ 
trywide trek to back the $447 
billion dollar attempt to re¬ 
duce 9.1 percent unemploy¬ 
ment and restore trust in his 
economic leadership. 

"Do you want to keep tax 
breaks for multi-millionaires 
and billionaires or do you 
want to put teachers back to 
work?" he roared in full cam¬ 
paign mode at a school in 
Columbus, Ohio, a key swing 
state in the 2012 election. 

"(Do) you want to keep 
tax loopholes for oil compa¬ 
nies, or do you want to reno- 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
regulators approved Tuesday a 
rule requiring 37 large US and 
foreign financial institutions to 
submit plans to allow for their 
orderly dismantlement in case 
of bankruptcy. 

In the wake of the 2008- 
2009 financial crisis, the Fed¬ 
eral Deposit Insurance 
Corporation rule, which regu¬ 
lates banks, has adopted the 
rule in order to better wind up

that fail. 

Set to take effect on January 
1, the rule requires insured 
banks and other financial insti¬ 
tutions with total assets of $50 
billion or more to submit their 
wind-up plans in 2012 and 
2013. 

The FDIC did not identify 
the 37 financial institutions 
covered by the rule, but said 
they held about $3.6 trillion in 
insured deposits or nearly 60 
percent of all insured deposits 
as of December 31, 2010. 

The FDIC set the tightest 
deadline for firms with total 
US assets of at least $250 bil¬ 
lion: July 1, 2012. 

The second group, with 
total nonbank assets of $100 
billion or more, must file their 
plans by July 1, 2013, while 
the remaining institutions have 
until the end of 2013. 

The parent company of any 
foreign-based bank on the list 
is responsible for filing its res- 


icans, closing corporate tax 
loopholes and changing taxes 
for corporate jet owners. 

Obama "likes to talk about 
taxing the super wealthy, the 
millionaires, the billionaires 
and the jet owners," said Eric 
Cantor, the leader of the Re¬ 
publican majority in the 
House of Representatives. 

"Well, now proposals just 
aren't that simple. Looking at 
the impact of his policies in 
increasing taxes on people 
making $200,000 and up, 
what you see is a tax on the 
very people you would ex¬ 
pect and want to create jobs." 

Obama traveled to Ohio, 
the state of House Speaker 
John Boehner, to highlight a 
$25 billion investment in the 
jobs plan which would mod¬ 
ernize at least 35,000 public 
schools, upgrade classrooms 
and provide jobs for con¬ 
struction workers.

A key aim of the resolution 
plan is to enable the FDIC to 
ensure that depositors receive 
access to their insured deposits 
within one business day of the 
institution's failure, the agency 
said.

"The rule seeks to address a 
key lesson from the recent fi¬ 
nancial crisis that resolution 
plans for large and complex in¬ 
sured depository intuitions are 
essential for their orderly and 
least-cost resolution," the 
FDIC said in a statement. 

The new rule is part of fi¬ 
nancial reforms undertaken 
after the bankruptcy in Sep¬ 
tember 2008 of one of Wall 
Street's biggest investment 
banks, Lehman Brothers, 
which triggered a financial 
meltdown that led to global re¬ 
cession. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
US poverty rate rose in 2010 
to 15.1 percent, the highest 
since 1993, according to cen¬ 
sus data showing a record 
number of Americans classi¬ 
fied as poor and highlighting 
a struggling economy after the 
end of the Great Recession. 

The Census Bureau report 
released Tuesday showed a 
sharp increase in the poverty 
rate from 14.3 percent in 
2009, and a fourth consecu¬ 
tive rise in the number of peo¬ 
ple below the poverty line, to 
46.2 million. 

The number of people liv¬ 
ing in poverty was the highest 
since data collection began in 
1959, although the rate was 
7.3 percentage points lower 
than in 1959. 

The US definition of 
poverty is an annual income 
of $22,314 for a family of 
four, and $11,139 for a single 
person in 2010. 

The survey showed strug¬ 
gles for the rest of Americans, 
with median annual house¬ 
hold income falling 2.3 per¬ 
cent to $49,445. 

The Census Bureau also 
said the number of people 
without health insurance cov¬ 
erage rose to 49.9 million in 
2010 from 49.0 million in 
2009, while the percentage 
without coverage — 16.3 per¬ 
cent — was not statistically 
different from the rate in 
2009. 

The census report said 
there was no "statistically sig¬ 
nificant" change in inequality 
between 2009 and 2010 based 
on its index. 

The poverty rate for blacks 
and Hispanics was much 
higher than for the overall 
population at 27.4 percent and 


26.6 percent, respectively. 
Among regions, the South had 
the highest poverty rate at 
16.9 percent and the highest 
percentage without health in¬ 
surance, 19.1 percent. 

The Asian population saw 
a decline in poverty to 12.1 
percent from 12.5 percent a 
year earlier. 

The poverty rate increased 
for children under 18 to 22 
percent from 20.7 percent in 
2009. 

The Children's Leadership 
Council, an advocacy group, 
called the news "unacceptable 
in America." 

"The rising numbers of 
children living in poverty is a 
direct result of the choices 
made by political leaders who 
put billionaires before kids," 
the group said. "America's 
children should be our top pri¬ 
ority." 

The report, showing the 
first full year since the reces¬ 
sion officially ended in June 
2009, supports the notion that 
Americans have been losing 
ground economically. It 
showed real median incomes 
fell 6.4 percent from pre-re- 
cession levels in 2007 and 
were 7.1 percent below the 
peak in 1999. 

Ron Haskins, a senior fel¬ 
low at the Brookings Institu¬ 
tion, said the report shows 
"the news on economic well¬ 
being in the US is not good," 
and that the trend is likely to 
continue. 

A Brookings analysis 
shows that the poverty rate is 
projected to approach 16 per¬ 
cent in 2014, "meaning that 
the Great Recession will have 
added nearly 10 million peo¬ 
ple to the ranks of the poor by 
mid-decade."

SAO PAULO (AFP) - An¬ 
gola's Leila Lopes has be¬ 
come the new Miss Universe, 
edging out beauties from the 
Ukraine, Brazil, the Philip¬ 
pines and China as the pag¬ 
eant marked its 60th 
anniversary. 

Lopes, 25, wearing a glit¬ 
tery strapless gown with 
feathery fringe, accepted the 
crown on Monday from last 
year's winner, Mexico's Xi- 
mena Navarrete, after upset¬ 
ting a line-up of Latin 
American beauties who had 
been favored to win. 

Ninety-eight young 
women took part in the con¬ 
test — in South America's 
largest city, Brazil's industrial 
hub of Sao Paulo — watched 
by an estimated one billion 
people around the world. 

"Now I have work to do, 
and I want to try to keep my 
feet on the ground," Lopes 
told reporters as she struggled 
to hold back tears after re¬ 
ceiving a standing ovation at 
Sao Paulo's Credicard Hall. 

Earlier, when the judges 
asked what physical trait 


about herself she would 
change if given the opportu¬ 
nity, she replied: "Nothing, I 
am satisfied with what God 
gave me," and added that it 
was important to have "inner 
beauty." 

She will go on to serve as 
a world ambassador of sorts, 
with a full calendar of public 
appearances to raise aware¬ 
ness about the fight against 
AIDS and other serious dis¬ 
eases. 

It was the ninth time the 
competition was held in Latin 
America but the first time it 
was hosted by Brazil. 

Latin American women 
were the favorites this year 
after winning the crown in 
seven of the last 10 competi¬ 
tions, and all eyes were on 
the slender Vanessa 
Goncalves of Venezuela, 
which has a highly 
competitive beauty pageant 
circuit. 

Venezuela won back-to- 
back crowns in 2008 and 
2009 — a first in the competi¬ 
tion — and with a total of six 
wins falls just one short of the 


United States, which has 
more than 10 times its popu¬ 
lation. 

But Goncalves and an¬ 
other favorite, Miss Kosovo, 
were eliminated after the 
swimsuit competition and did 
not make it into the group of 
finalists. 

The hometown favorite, 
Brazil's Priscila Machado, 
came in third, upsetting Miss 


China and Miss Philippines 
but falling short of the 
Ukraine's Olesia Stefanko, 
who came in second. 

Lopes wore a light-col¬ 
ored, glittery dress that con¬ 
trasted well with her dark 
skin, and pinned her volumi¬ 
nous hair up in a bun that sent 
murmurs of wonder through 
the local press corps. 

The contest, organized by 


US real-estate tycoon Donald 
Trump, was judged by a 
panel of seven fashion ex¬ 
perts and celebrities, includ¬ 
ing Brazilian supermodel 
Isabeli Fontana and Indy 
driver Helio Castroneves. 

Participants must be be¬ 
tween 18 and 27 years old 
and unmarried. They cannot 
have been pregnant or posed 
nude.

Barca were on the back 
foot but bounced back with 
Lionel Messi more often than 
not at their heart of their best 
moves. 

It was he who jigged 
through the Milan defence to 
set up Pedro Rodriguez for 
the equaliser and then after 
50 minutes Villa appeared to 
have given them the win with 
a fine 30-yard free-kick. 

However in stoppage time 
Silva leapt highest to power 
home a corner to give Milan 
a share of the spoils. 

Barcelona had an experi¬ 
mental back-line with Gerard 
Pique injured and Carles 
Puyol not risked by coach 
Pep Guardiola. 

It meant two midfielders 
in Sergio Busquets and Javier 
Mascherano were at the heart 
of the defence while in mid- 
field Seydou Keita came into 
the side with no place for 
summer signing Cesc Fabre- 
gas. 

It took less than a minute 
for Milan to crack Guardi- 
ola's tactical plan as Pato 
ruthlessly exposed the centre- 
halves lack of pace. The 
Brazilian burst passed both 
Mascherano and Busquets 
before slipping the ball under 
keeper Victor Valdes. 

After a sluggish draw 


against Lazio at the weekend, 
Milan approached the game 
cautiously with Massimiliano 
Allegri admitting a draw 
would be a good result. 

Few believed him when he 
said his team would go out to 
attack as the best form of de¬ 
fence but they did just that in 
the opening stages, playing 
with a high tempo. 

Milan may have been 
without the injured forwards 
Zlatan Ibrahimovic and 
Robinho but they continued 
to pose a threat with Pato's 
acceleration the key. 

Barca hung on and as they 
gradually gained more pos¬ 
session, Milan struggled to 
cope with the incisive runs of 
their forwards. 

With the lead Barca were 
able to pass the ball around 
comfortably in the middle of 
the park. Much of the pre¬ 
match talk had been about 
Mark van Bommel's con¬ 
frontation with Iniesta after 
they last met in last year's 
World Cup final but the 
Dutchman hardly saw the 
ball for much of the game as 
was the case for his midfield 
colleagues. 

The Milan forwards had 
become little more than spec¬ 
tators in what was almost a 
recital in maintaining posses¬ 
sion from the Catalans. 

That was until the 91st 
minute when in a rare foray 
forward saw Milan win a cor¬ 
ner, from which Silva 
pounced to equalise.

Djokovic sets ATP prize money 
record 


NEW YORK (AFP) - World 
number one Novak 
Djokovic's US Open triumph 
on Monday ran his Grand 
Slam total for the season to 
three and earned him a record 
amount of prize money. 

Djokovic posted his 64th 
win in 66 matches and 
pushed his 2011 earnings past 
$10.6 million to set an ATP

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Bolt smashes 
Gay's track 
record in 
season's best 

ZAGREB (AFP) - Jamaican 
athletics superstar Usain 
Bolt ran a track record 
9.85sec in the 100m at the 
athletics meeting here Tues¬ 
day, smashing longstanding 
American rival Tyson Gay's 
mark of 9.92 set last year. 

The 25-year-old Olym¬ 
pic titleholder - who lost his 
world crown last month 
after being disqualified for 
false starting - eased away 
to win in what was for him 
also a season's best time, 
though, a fair bit off his 
world record of 9.58sec. 

St Kitts and Nevis's 35- 
year-old Kim Collins, 2003 
world champion and bronze 
medalist last month, fin¬ 
ished second while Trinidad 
and Tobago's Richard 
Thompson was third. 

Collins timed 10.01 sec 
while Thompson finished in 
10.03sec. 

Bolt, who nevertheless 
retained his world 200m 
crown and also anchored 
the Jamaican team to a 
world record in the 4x100m 
relay, said that he wasn't sat¬ 
isfied with his run overall 
because of a problem that 
has been dogging him all 
season. 

"I had a bad start, that's 
the reason why I had lost 
concentration, a little bit. It 
was already happening to 
me this year,” he said. 

"But, I felt wonderful 
here. I remember my last 
meeting here, in Zagreb (in 
2006). 

"Then and tonight again, 
I had great support from the 
spectators,” he stressed.

Longo's husband bought EPO, says report 


PARIS (AFP) - The husband 
and coach of French cycling 
legend Jeannie Longo, who is 
under the spotlight for miss¬ 
ing three drugs tests, has been 
accused of buying the banned 
blood booster EPO (erythro¬ 
poietin), according to reports 
Tuesday. 

Former professional Joe 
Papp, an American who turned 
to supplying banned drugs to 
cyclists after being banned for 
doping himself, claims he sup¬ 
plied Patrice Ciprelli — 
Longo's husband and coach — 
with EPO in 2007. 

The claims were made by 
Papp in a two-page report in 
French sports daily L'Equipe, 
which features examples of 
emails and faxes sent be¬ 


tween Papp, Ciprelli and a 
Chinese supplier of the drugs 
known only as Chen. 

Papp said: "I sold EPO to 
Ciprelli around this time. He 
contacted our website and 
specifically asked how much it 
would cost for 80,000 iu of 
EPO to be sent to France. He 
mentioned it was for his wife.” 

The French Cycling Fed¬ 
eration (FFC) said it would 
launch an investigation into 
the claims and provisionally 
suspended Ciprelli from all 
coaching duties. 

Speaking to RTL radio, 
Ciprelli and Longo's lawyer 
Bruno Ravaz hit out: "It's 
crazy. Patrice Ciprelli totally 
denies any implication (in the 
affair), for him it's all a bunch 


of lies. 

The 52-year-old Longo, 
widely expected to retire after 
the London Olympics in 
2012, is a 59-time national 
champion who has won the 
women's Tour de France 
three times and claimed a 
total of 30 medals from the 
Olympics and world champi¬ 
onships combined. 

In a statement adressed to 
AFP last week the French¬ 
woman said she had nothing 
to hide. 

"I've been tested more 
than any other athlete in the 
world and not once has there 
been cause for any suspicion 
on my sporting integrity,” 
said Longo. 
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Brady burns Dolphins 
for record 517 yards 



MIAMI (AFP) - Tom Brady 
began his 2011 campaign 
with a brilliant display of run- 
and-gun offence, throwing 
for a team-record 517 yards 
and four touchdowns as the 
New England Patriots de¬ 
feated Miami 38-24 on Mon¬ 
day. 

The reigning league MVP 
also connected on a 99-yard 
pass to Wes Welker and the 
Patriots have have now won 
every season-opening game 
dating back to 2004. 

M I only threw it 25 yards. 
Wes did all the work,” Brady 
said. ’’When I saw him break 
away, that was awesome. 
Coach never lets us run that 
route in practice.” 

In the evening game Mon¬ 
day, Sebastian Janikowski 


tied an NFL record 
with a 63-yard field 
goal as the Oakland 
Raiders defeated the 
Denver Broncos 23- 
20 . 

The only sour note 
on the night for Brady 
was an interception he 
threw which snapped 
his NFL-record streak 
of 358 passes without 
being picked off. 

Other than that it 
was a record-setting 
night for Brady, who 
connected on 32 of 48 
passes in compiling 
the fifth-most passing 
yards in an NFL game. 

Brady's 99-yard touch¬ 
down pass to Welker with 
just under six minutes left in 
the game gave him 511 yards 
and vaulted him past the Pa¬ 
triots' record of 426, set in 
1994 by Drew Bledsoe. 

Last year he tossed for 36 
touchdowns as the Patriots 
led the league in scoring. On 
Monday, New England 
racked up 622 total yards, the 
most in franchise history and 
the most allowed by the Dol¬ 
phins. 

Brady became the 11th 
quarterback to throw for at 
least 500 yards and he came 
close the all-time record of 
554, set by Norm Van Brock- 
lin in 1951.

Djokovic targets career Grand Slam 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Novak 
Djokovic, whose US Open 
triumph was his third Grand 
Slam title of the season and 
64th win in 66 matches in 
2011, insisted on Monday 
that he was not invincible. 

But his modesty did not 
prevent the 24-year-old world 
number one from keenly an¬ 
ticipating his next big ambi¬ 
tion in a sport which he is 
beginning to monopolise — a 
career Grand Slam. 

Rafael Nadal, who he beat 
6-2, 6-4, 6-7 (3/7), 6-1 in a 
gruelling, brutal final, was the 
last man to win all four Grand 
Slams when he triumphed at 
Flushing Meadows in 2010, 
to become the seventh man to 
achieve the feat. 

Djokovic missed out on a 
rare calendar Grand Slam in 
2011 when he lost in the 
French Open semi-finals to 
Roger Federer, a defeat 
which ended his 43-match 
winning streak. 

But despite dominating 
2011, winning three majors and 


10 titles in all, including five 
Masters, Djokovic is desperate 
to keep predictions in check. 

"I am not invincible,” said 
Djokovic. 

"I just think a positive at¬ 
titude keeps you on top of 
your game, when you go on 
court and when I had the start 
to the year that I had. 

"Of course I want to win 
more majors and prove things 
to myself. It would be unbe¬ 
lievable to complete the 


Grand Slam. I need to win the 
French Open, but I think it 
will take time.” 

Despite Djokovic's cau¬ 
tion, he still has many back¬ 
ers including American 
legend John McEnroe whose 
all-time season-best record of 
82 wins against just three de¬ 
feats, set in 1984, is now well 
within the Serb's sights. 

"He has had the greatest 
year in the history of our sport,” 
said McEnroe on Sunday.
